The Unitad States Bureau of Stan- 
dards has just issued a report on 


the steps taken thus far as the re-: 


sult of co-operation between the 
manufacturers and the Rubber As- 
sociation of America. 

The recommendation was given 
consideration at the convention of 
the Society of Automotive Engi- 
neers at Detroit, which approved 
the reduction in the number of 
balloon tire sizes from 24 to 16. 
The proposal to reduce the num- 
ber of sizes to 7, based on a 20- 
inch wheel diameter, was not

ANNOUNCE REVISED 
DUTIES ON GERMAN. 


Washington, Feb. 29.—-Tariff du- 
ties on a long list of automobile 
parts imported from Germany have 
been generally revised, according to 
an announcement by a Commis- 
sioner of Customs E. W. Camp. 

Camp explained that the new du- 
ties are assessed following notice 
from the Department of Commerce 
that the German Minister of Finance 
has issued a decision reclassifying 
certain automobile parts under the 
German tariff laws. This action is 
taken automatically under the Amer- 
ican laws, so that duties assessed by 
this government will correspond 
within certain limitations to these | 
assessed by foreign countries. 

“This action is a rearrangement 
lof duties rather than increases or 
| decreases,” Camp said. “In some 
cases the new duties probably are 
| higher than the old, in other cases 
| the same, and in still others reduc- 

tions have been provided.”

Gasoline Tax Unconstitutional 


N its recent decision declaring unconstitutional the two- 
| cent gasoline tax, which has been in effect in Illinois since | 
August 1, 1927, the Supreme Court of that state raises some | 
interesting points. 

The decision bases its declaration of unconstitution- 
ality on the fact that the law is discriminatory, thus | 
violating the fourth Federal amendment which guaran- | 
tees equal protection to all. It cites the fact that the law 
provides a refund for those using gasoline for other than 
motoring purposes, which constitutes a gift and violates 
the state constitution. It contends further that the law 
imposes a double tax on motorists, the other being the 
license tax. It states further that the law discriminates 
between gasoline and kerosene, though both are used as 
motor fuel and that it completely ignores electricity, 
wiich is also used as a power for driving vehicles. The 
test case under which this decision was rendered was 
brought by the Chicago Motor Club at Geneva, in Kane 
County, Illinois. 

In this decision there would seem to be considerable food |
